They traveled to Hartford's Brainard 
Airport for five consecutive days of learn- 
ing at a U.S. Department of Defense-run 
educational program known as STAR- 
BASE Academy. Between Feb. 6 and 
March 12, a total of 125 Doering students 
will attend the Connecticut facility. 

While there is no cost to attend the 
academy, school districts must provide 
transportation. The total round-trip cost 
for chartered school buses — about $4,500 
— nearly caused the mission to be scrubbed. 
It soon became “all systems go” when sev- 
eral local businesses and two regional or- 
ganizations came to the rescue by paying 
for more than half the transportation cost. 

“The program came to our attention 
about two years ago and our organization

AGAWAM — The preservation and reno- 
vation of the old historic barn at the entrance 
to School Street Park is a project near and 
dear to the heart of one town official, who 
hopes to see the community embrace the 
building for its place in both Agawam’s his- 
tory and its future. 

Planning and community development 
Director Deborah Dachos has called the 
School Street Barn a “diamond in the rough” 
and said she has been pleased with the prog- 
ress made thus far in moving forward with 
the preservation of the building, but added 
there is still more to be done. 

One of the first steps towards accomplish- 
ing the goal of rehabilitating the building 
was nominating it for National Historic Reg- 
ister status, said Dachos. 

“That was an interesting story,’ she said, 
recounting the process that that was taken 
prior to submitting the nomination last Sep- 
tember. 

Initially, Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission (PVPC) Principal Planner Bon- 
nie Parsons prepared an inventory form for 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
(MHC), which was submitted in June 2009. 
Though the form was “quite detailed,’ the 
MHC did not support the project, said Da- 
chos. 

“It kind of took us all by surprise, so 
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School Street Barn: Seeking a place in history 


we decided to dispute their lack of interest 
in getting it on the National Register,” she 
said. 

She and Richard Bennett, a member of 
both the Community Preservation Commit- 
tee and Agawam Historical Commission, 
then went out and looked at every barn in 
town. 

“We had listed approximately 30 barns 
that were on inventory forms,’ which the 
MHC pointed out. However, “When we 
went out and looked at the 30 barns listed in 
the 1980s, there were only about a third of 
them left, and many of those are in pretty sad 
shape,” said Dachos. 

Once Dachos pointed that out and ex- 
plained the historical significance of the 
School Street Barn, the MHC “did a total 
180” and “gave us the green light to go for- 
ward with the National Register,” she said. 

Once a community obtains the MHC’s 
blessing to move forward with the process, 
that organization becomes an advocate for it 
when it goes to the Department of Interior 
(DOI), said Dachos. 

The more than 20-page National Register 
of Historic Places registration form, pre- 
pared by Parsons and Agawam Historical 
Commission Chairman David Cecchi, was 
submitted to the DOI in September 2011 and 
it takes roughly nine months for the DOI to 
make a decision. 

“It was so interesting, I got sucked into it,” 
Dachos said of the narrative. 


In it, Parsons touched on the architecture 
of the structure (both interior and exterior), 
as well as its significance in the community. 
She highlighted not only the barn’s role in 
the town’s agricultural history, but in the 
town itself, dating back to the plantation pe- 
riod from 1620 to 1675. The narrative also 
touches on preservation issues, including is- 
sues common to large vacant buildings: van- 
dalism and deterioration. According to the 
missive, while the town has taken measures 
to seal the barn, they do not replace the secu- 
rity of an actively used building. 

“The barn was in pretty sad shape when 
we took it over," said Dachos. “All the win- 
dows were broken; kids had been partying in 
it; there was evidence of candles in the base- 
ment ... We buttoned it up and tried to keep it 
from being further vandalized.” 

Today, despite the positive steps the town 
has taken toward its ultimate goal of restora- 
tion, Dachos said there is still a lot of work 
to be done. 

“There’s been a lot of small steps along 
the way,’ she said, adding, “This next phase 
is a big, important element because once we 
have the design completed, people will be 
able to actually see what the barn is going to 
look like. This next step with the design and 
the final step with the construction are the 
two biggest steps in the process.” 

Funding is required in order to take those 
steps, however. 

“Everything we’ve done to date has been 
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either at no cost to the town or minimal cost 
to the town," said Dachos. “Most of what we 
have done has been paving the way to NHR 
nomination and actual restoration project.” 

To that end, the Community Preservation 
Committee will meet Wednesday, Feb. 29 to 
discuss a request for funding for designer 
services for the School Street Barn restora- 
tion and rehabilitation as a community events 
center. The application was submitted by the 
Agawam Office of Planning and Community 
Development in January.

as quitting smoking, losing weight, eating 
foods low in fat, lowering their cholesterol, 
keeping their blood pressure in check, in- 
creasing the quality and quantity of exercise, 
and getting regular check-ups. Stress and 
drinking too much alcohol can also lead to 
heart disease. 

But there are risk factors that cannot be 
changed, including increasing age, gender 
(younger men have a greater risk of heart 
attack than women), and heredity. Chil- 
dren whose parents have heart disease are 
at greater risk for developing it themselves. 
Certain ethnic groups have very high inci- 
dence of heart disease. 

To ensure that treatment is administered 
immediately, everyone should know the 
warning signs of a heart attack or stroke and 
how to act quickly when signs occur. Heart 
attack warning signs include: 

Chest and other body discomfort — un- 
comfortable pressure, squeezing, fullness or 
pain that lasts more than a few minutes or 
that goes away and comes back; pain or dis- 
comfort in one or both arms, the back, neck, 
jaw, or stomach. Shortness of breath — which 
can occur with or without chest discomfort. 
Additional signs — breaking out in a cold 
sweat, nausea or lightheadedness. 

Remember, many people never have any 
chest pain or pressure with their heart attack. 
Persons with diabetes, high blood pressure 
and women may be more likely to have an

interest in the career (though not enough to 
engage in conversation about it?). 

A few students in subsequent sessions did 
ask about the job/life of a reporter (which, 
take it from me, isn't quite as glamorous 
as it sounds, but I couldn't exactly come 
out and tell them that, could I?).

William Sapelli late last year to discuss students attending 
the program. 


A great opportunity 

Doering Principal Marc Constanzi was able to use $2,000 
from his school's budget while Cruise agreed to help under- 
write some of the additional cost. He also enlisted Angie 
Beavis, executive director of the Agawam-based Western 
Massachusetts Chapter of the National Tooling and Machin- 
ists Association (WMNTMA). 

Cruise and Beavis proposed to their respective boards of 
directors that each organization contribute $500. Both pro- 
posals were approved unanimously. They also contacted 
local Agawam-based precision manufacturing companies 
about making contributions. 

Two Agawam companies, O-A, Inc., and Ben Franklin 
Design & Manufacturing, each contributed $500, while a 
third company, G&L Tool Corporation, made a $250 con- 
tribution. In addition, the past president of WMNTMA, Eric 
Hagopian, made a personal contribution of $250. Hagopian 
runs Hoppe Technologies in Chicopee. 

“We wanted to support this because students need to un- 
derstand that the skills they learn in school can prepare them 
for a career in the manufacturing industry,” said O-A Presi- 
dent Philip Vecchiarelli. His company manufactures preci- 
sion machined components and assemblies for a wide vari- 
ety of aerospace applications. 

Added 0-A Vice President/Treasurer Philip Chmura, “This 
is another way for us to promote the fact that students can get 
a good education in Agawam, then stay here and earn a good 
living working at a number of small manufacturing compa- 
nies in town.” 


Getting students excited about the future 

Cruise said the STARBASE program is a “natural fit” for 
students. 

“It exposes them to STEM activities that can spur an in- 
terest in pursuing manufacturing or technology careers that 
require these skills,” he said. 

Cruise and Beavis said they also hope the STARBASE 
program will help counter the stereotype that jobs in the 
manufacturing industry are boring, repetitive, and don’t re- 
quire a high degree of skill or intelligence. 

According to Cruise, precision manufacturing companies 
— such as those based in Agawam - are a critical and grow- 
ing sector in the region. He said the STARBASE program 
ties in with local manufacturing companies that do work for 
the defense, aerospace, medical, and commercial markets 
by showing students that what they are learning in school 
can lead to good-paying job opportunities in the future. (See 
sidebar story.) 

"It's important to connect students with programs that can 
link their academic studies to viable careers — some locally 
based — available to them when they graduate," added Bea- 
vis. 

Fifth-grade teacher Celeste Basile said there was so much 
student interest in the STARBASE Academy that classes had 
to be randomly selected through a lottery. “When my class 
learned they were selected, it was like they had won the Su- 
per Bowl. That's how excited they are about this program." 


A specialized learning laboratory

(MCP) soil standard. 

In August 2011, a local businessman identified as Thom- 
as Russo took an interest in developing the remediation 
property and met with MassDEP staff. A sampling plan 
was prepared by Duffield Engineering & Consulting and 
submitted for review and approval. A preliminary risk as- 
sessment was conducted and concluded that no risk exists 
at the property provided that vegetables and fruits are not 
grown and eaten from the impacted area, which includes 
the sportsman's club property as well as 1.5 acres on the 
abutting town property to the east. 

But the information submitted for council review raised 
more questions than it answered. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said he had "significant con- 
cern" about the potential health hazards posed by the site

learning opportunities for his students. “The STARBASE 
classroom is a laboratory setting -- which is something we 
lack. STARBASE can probably be best described as a STEM 
school with specialized staff." 

One of the “hands-on, minds-on" activities in physics and 
chemistry includes students building and launching their 
own rockets. Using Alka-Seltzer propulsion, they will ex- 
periment with various catalysts, such as hot water and cold 
water, to see which variable will propel rockets farther into 
the sky. 

Doering students will also perform some engineering work 
with a 3-D software program called Creo. It is a computer- 
aided drafting program that uses solid modeling to give a 
design substance. 

Students will create a module on the computer, give it au- 
tomation on the screen, and then send the designed product 
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(a keychain) to a 3D printer. The 3D printer builds the de- 
signed module layer by layer by exuding acrylonitrile buta- 
diene styrene (ABS) plastic to produce a real — and tangible 
product — that before only existed in a student's mind. 

Melissa Vanek, director of STARBASE Connecticut, met 
with each Doering class prior to their participation in the 
program. She explained that the five-day program — which 
currently is only for fifth graders — provides 20 to 25 hours 
of instruction, using a common core curriculum that meets 
or exceeds the national standards. 

“We will walk you through a lot of activities," she told 
students in Basile's class. ^We will do a lot of science experi- 
ments and engineering using computers to get you involved 
as much as possible. It's all hands on — we want you to expe- 
rience it rather than just talking to you about it." 


STARBASE today, jobs tomorrow

Five days of scientific research, technological discov- 
eries, engineering feats, team building, and mathematical 
exploration. It's a short, but educational and fun, time at 
the STARBASE Academy for 125 Roberta G. Doering 
School students who are the first students from Massa- 
chusetts to attend the program. 

The long-term outcome, however, has the potential to 
be even more rewarding when they graduate from high 
school. One of the STARBASE's missions is to increase 
knowledge and interest in STEM (science, technology, 
engineering, and math) fields by showing students that the 
skills they are learning today in the classroom are relevant 
in everyday life — including their future career choices. 

“The STEM fields show up in many career choices,’ 
said Melissa Vanek, director of STARBASE Connecticut. 
"In the technological age we live in, STARBASE tries to 
make every participating student feel capable and confi- 
dent to pursue a career where math or science is neces- 
sary. We want them to see how these skills are a pathway 
to viable, good-paying careers." 

STEM-related careers are among the fastest growing 
career choices. Competition is often fierce among compa- 
nies for skilled people — and some jobs can have starting 
salaries close to $50,000. In Western Massachusetts, there 
are 230 precision machining companies. They employ 
more than 7,700 people, a large percentage of whom are 
expected to retire in the next five to seven years, according 
some industry and business organizations. 

These small companies manufacture components and 
assemblies for major commercial manufacturers, such as 
aircraft engine builders and military equipment contrac- 
tors across the globe. This includes several large aviation 
companies in the region -- Pratt & Whitney, Hamilton 
Sundstrand, and Sikorsky Aircraft, which are divisions 
of Connecticut-based United Technologies Company 
(UTC). 

The region's precision machining companies have ad- 
opted new technologies to increase productivity and com- 
petitiveness when supplying parts to companies like UTC. 
They also are diversifying into other commercial markets 
such as alternative energy, biotechnology, clean technol- 
ogy, and medical devices. 


based on the reports he read and that he couldn't go along 
with the resolution because the “the risks are too great. 

“I don't see where the town can be encouraging any kind 
of development on that property," he said, adding he also 
didn't see how putting a restriction on the town property 
would reduce contamination on the abutting property. “If 
we start construction over there... what kind of hornet's 
nest are we going to disturb? What are we going to un- 
cover?" 

Magovern responded that Rossi was correct that there 
was contamination at the site, but that he was "referring to 
previous reports. 

“No inherent risks exist,” he said. “It is clean." 

The rest of the council was divided on the subject. Coun- 
cilor Paul Cavallo said he agreed with Rossi and referenced 
a recent incident in upstate New York in which high school 
girls were coming down with Tourette-like symptoms as a 
result of what some say is environmental contamination at 
a local school. 

‘Tm really concerned about things like that," he said. 
"[This is] a situation where I think we should proceed with

Locally-based precision machine companies are manu- 
facturing low volumes of highly-engineered parts and 
assemblies. Because the equipment used to manufacture 
these parts must be highly sophisticated, it requires people 
to operate the machines who have good math and comput- 
er skills. These are critical skills needed to produce preci- 
sion-made parts that must meet high-quality standards. 

There is a direct correlation between what these com- 
panies need and what Agawam students will experience 
in STEM-related fields at the STARBASE Academy. The 
STARBASE program also aligns with the missions of the 
Regional Employment Board (REB) of Hampden County 
and the Western Massachusetts Chapter of the National 
Tooling and Machining Association (: WMNTMA). 

The REB was established in 1980 through state and 
federal legislation to address workforce development is- 
sues. Based in Springfield, it's a business-led, non-profit 
corporation that engages members from business, educa- 
tion, labor, and community-based agencies to set public 
policies that will build a better workforce. 

“The STARBASE program is an educational activity 
consistent with our collaborative efforts to expose stu- 
dents to hands-on learning that enriches their educational 
experience," said David Cruise, REB's director of Busi- 
ness and Employer Services. 

He added that REB, along with Agawam-based preci- 
sion manufacturing companies and other precision manu- 
facturing companies, led by WMNTMA, “welcome future 
opportunities to partner on mutually beneficial education 
programming" with Agawam schools. 

WMNTMA, founded in the early 1970s, promotes the 
precision manufacturing industry in the region. With more 
than 60 member-companies, it is committed to developing 
new technology, providing applications engineering sup- 
port, implementing sustainable workforce development 
strategies, enhancing employee skills and developing 
business partnerships. 

The STARBASE Academy in Hartford is one of two 
STARBASE Connecticut facilities (a second one is lo- 
cated in Waterbury) and 60 academies located around the 
country. The first STARBASE academies opened in the 
early 1990s. Currently there are none in Massachusetts, 
but one is scheduled to open next year at Hanscom Air 
Force Base in Bedford. 


caution."

The council voted to table the discussion pending ad- 
ditional information. Councilor Gina Letellier was absent 
from the meeting.

Notes from the Music Room 


By Darcy Davis 


With the conclusion of the articles on the Music Man trip, 
it must be mentioned that the great success of many parts of 
the school music programs were the result of many dedicated 
and talented teachers over the years. 

We would like to bring to mind many of 
these people, starting with the earliest years 
of the high school. Agawam's first high 
school was built in 1922. Miss Hazel Clark 
(Steiger) was hired as the music teacher. 
That building on Main Street became the 
junior high when the present high school 
was built in 1955. When the new Agawam 
Junior High School was built in Feeding 
Hills in 1973, the old Main Street building 
became the middle school, serving grades 
5 and 6. It was recently dedicated as the 
Roberta G. Doering School and still serves 
those grades. 

Ruth A. Perry came to Agawam in 1926 and served as mu- 
sic teacher for the original Agawam High School and all of 
the elementary schools. *The Windmills of Holland” was the 
first of 18 musicals at the high school staged and directed 
by her. In 1966, a full page in the printed program of the 
AHS musical for that year, “The Music Man” was dedicated 
her. Although “Music Man” is the 10th musical to be per- 
formed on the stage of the new high school, it really marks 
the 40th year since the operetta tradition of Agawam High 
was established by Miss Ruth Perry. Following are some of 
her thoughts. 

KKK 

“So many pleasant things about the annual musical pro- 
ductions at Agawam High School. First of all, the wonderful 
spirit of the whole group. Everyone cooperated! Everyone 
was interested! With a student body much smaller than the 
present one, it was easier for all to become involved. The 
last Friday before Thanksgiving used to be the accepted date 
— before the weather became a hazard, before basketball 
games downstairs drowned out the music, before the proms 
and the exams demanded their extra hours, and colds, flu and 
scarlet fever began. 

Where did we stage these productions? On the narrow 
boards of the present Junior High School. How did we ever 
put on a Gilbert-Sullivan and The Red Mill in such cramped 
quarters I don’t know! Never did we have more artistic scen- 
ery than Fred Dacey built for us. Miss Crowley and Mrs. 
Blake, two former art supervisors, did a wonderful job on 
posters and stage settings — especially that big backdrop!

“That was far in excess of what we had last year," Ka- 
dis said, adding, *that to me was amazing. I was hoping for 
about 100." 

Last February for the Friends' first ever photo show, 89 
images were entered. When budgeting for this year's event, 
Kadis said he anticipated 100 entries. 

“I figured that was a modest increase. I didn't realize we 
would have that many.” 

Of the 129 photos that were entered by a total of 72 pho- 
tographers, only 91 (by 61 photographers) were selected to 
be juried. Out of those photos that were selected to be juried, 
29 photos are in the nature category, while 12 are in creative, 
37 are in pictorial, and 13 are in photojournalism. 

“That makes up a total of 91,” said Kadis. 

He was pleased with the diversity of the photographers, 
who hailed from 25 towns as close as Agawam and Feeding 
Hills to as far as North Carolina. Several entrants live just 
over the state line 1n Connecticut, he said.

Feeding Hills man earns 'Best in Creative'

AGAWAM — Randy Ennis is no stranger to photogra- 
phy. The Feeding Hills resident has taken photos for most 
of his life, but only recently has he started putting them 
out on display for the public. 

"[ wanted to find out if my stuff 1s perceived by other 
people as anything they want to see," said Ennis, who has, 
on occasion, submitted photos to be featured within the 
pages of Agawam Advertiser News.

“I borrowed 
my mom and dad's camera, took some photos, processed 
them, and I was amazed at what came up.” 

Though his love for photography started with the tech- 
nical aspects of the hobby, he soon became enamored of 
the artistic side. 

"Over time, I started to get better equipment. I worked 
on the school newspaper and yearbook as photographer, 
and won a couple state awards for my photography. That's 
when I saw it as an expression of what I saw, or being an 
artistic endeavor," Ennis said. 

As his hobby evolved, Ennis started picking up jobs do- 
ing portraits and weddings. Though he took a hiatus from 
the hobby for awhile, Ennis said he never lost his love for 
photography. 

“I put it down for a few years, but I picked it back up 
and I’m more into it now than I ever have been in my life,” 
he said.

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A crash course in careers

Andre helping 
to pace indoor 
track squad

AGAWAM - This year, junior Mike Andre has built up 
quite a resume, helping set two records, and setting three re- 
cords of his own. 

Andre and three other indoor track competitors have set 
school records this season for the 4x400 and the 4x800. 

And Andre himself recently set records in the two-mile 
run and the 1000-meter race. 

Andre's accomplishments have made him the choice to be 
the Agawam Advertiser News Athlete of the Week. 

Track and cross country running are not sports most high 
school athletes come through the youth ranks to the high 
school. Andre played both soccer and hockey on his way up 
through his youth before deciding to try out track the sum- 
mer following the eighth grade. 

“It was recommended to me by some seniors on the team 
and I felt like it was a really good fit for me,” said Andre. 

He began competing for the cross country team the fall of 
his freshman year in high school and started working hard 
and continued with indoor track and in the spring with out- 
door track. After spending time in the middle of the pack, he 
has started to excel to stand out more this season. 

During the fall outdoor cross country season, Andre set a 
Robinson Park Course record of 17 minutes, 27 seconds. 

“That was a great accomplishment for me because Rob- 
inson Park is one of the more difficult courses in Western 
Mass.," said Andre. 

Robinson Park is a full-fledge 5K course, approximately 
3.] miles. 

And so far during the indoor track season, Andre has 
combined with teammates Matt Montano, Ben Parzich, and 
Richard Schoolcraft to set Agawam High School records for 
the 4x400 relay with a time of 3:38, and the 4x800 with a 
time of 8:34. 

Andre's individual two-mile record is 10:16. He also set 
the record for the 1000-meter race with a time of 2:39. 

High school competition has been inspiring for Andre, 
who says he believes the other competitors help to push him 
to improve. 

"You see guys out there winning and it makes you want to 
go out there, work hard, and be the best too," said Andre. 

Andre said he more enjoy the distance running events be- 
cause there is strategy involved in the competition and there 
is time to recover if you get off to a bad start. 

“With the sprinting, if you have a bad start you usually 
cannot recover,” said Andre. 

Andre also competes in the longer distance events during 
outdoor track season. 

In school, he participates on the Spanish National Honor 
Society and has high honors and takes three Advanced Place- 
ment classes.
